Capture of Sailly-Saillesel, Giving Command of Five Miles of Bapaume 
Road, Was Brilliant Feat of Allied Arms—Artillery Fire of the 
French and British Had Prepared Way For Infantry Advance. 
Allied Mastery of Air Was Great Aid.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY NBAR COMBLES, via Chantilly, 
Oct, 19—(From a staff correspondent of the Associated Press) —Fif- 
teen minutes of infantry fighting proved sufficient for the French 
army to capture the strong position of Sailly-Saillisel from the Ger- 
mans, and to give the allies command of five miles of the Bapaume 
road. 

The allies air mastery deprived the Germans of their eyes: con- 
sequently the German artillery fire was ineffective, both in an endea- 
vor to destroy the opposing batteries and in an effort to prevent rein- 
foreements and supplies from reaching the attacking forces through 
4 curtain of fire. 

The Associated Press correspondent watched the fighting from 
beginning to end from a hillock near Combles. The fire from the Bri- 
tish and French guns had continued for a long time. The infantry 
officers had sytichronized their watches, and were ordered to deliver 
the attack exactly at 11:45 o’elock. 

“The moment arrived ; the range of the artillery, which had been 
battering Sailly-Saillisel, was increased a few hundred yards; the in- 
fantrymen’s heads appeared over the parapets; then, in dashes, the 
men covered the short open space, throwing grenades, and within a 
quarter of an hour rockets sent up showed the airmen observing in the 
clouds that the position had been won. The airmen flew rapidly to 
the field commandant’s headquarters to take back the news. 

The Germans had announced that Sailly-Saillisel was impregna- 
ble, in an order to the troops, and its rapid capture therefore came as 
somewhat of a surprise to the allied commanders,

NEW YORK, Oct. 19—The Cunard 
liner Alaunia, which sailed from this 
port October 7th, was sunk by a mine 
in the Singlish channel today, and 
some of her crew may have been lost, 
according to cable advices to the local 
Cunard officials, The Alaunia met her 


|fate while proceeding to London from 


Faimouth, where, on Tuesday, the of- 
ficials said, she tanded all of her 243 
sengers, including twenty-one Am- 
ericans, who sailed on her from New 
York. 

The vessel's captain, H. M. Benison, 
and the majority of the crew of 250 
were saved, according to the advices, 
but some of them were reported miss- 
ing. 

Definite word was received Wednes- 
day, it was announced, of the landing 
of the passengers at Falmouth the dav 
before, removing all doubt as to their 
afety. Moreover, no bookings, it was 
stated, were made for London by the 
steamer, and all p engers were told 


| that they would have to complete their 
} journey from Falmouth to London by 


rail. 

The cablegram telling of the vessel's 
loss read; “Alaunia struck mine = in 
English channel this morning. Sunk 
during the forenoon, Benison and ma- 
of crew saved, Several miss- 


ing.” 

The Alaunia carried a cargo of mer- 
chandise, including war supplies of he- 
tween 10,000 and 12,000 tons, and her 


voyage from Falmouth to London wos 
for the purpose of discharging the 
cargo at the latter port. 

At least three Edmontonians were 
passengers on the Alaunia, “nd were 
landed at Falmouth, 

One was Miss Mary White, employed 
at the Caledonian Store, and daughter 
of Mrs, A. White, 166A avenue (Morris 
street). Mrs, White's three sons en- 
listed. Two of them were killed in ac- 
tion. The third one lost his arm, and 
has been for some time in a London 
hospital, Miss White was on her way 
to London to bring him home. 

Another Edmonton passenger was 
Miss Susie Brock, also employed at the 
Caledonian, who was on her way to 
marry Private G. A. Bell, of the 68rd 
Battalion, brother of Mrs. C, M. Smail, 
10527 127th street.

FOOD TRAINS INTO 
LONDON ARE TIED UP 


Sudden Passive Strike of 2,000 
Employees of Great Western 
Railway 


London, Oct. 19.—A sudden passive 
strike of 2,000 employees of the Great 
Western railway is interfering seri- 
ously with the freight traffic over that 
railway, which carries the bulk of 
trade, including food products, be- 
tween the western counties and Lon- 
don,

railwaymen were convicted 
of theft, says the London Daily Mail, 
thereupon the company dismissed 
them, The company refused to rein- 
state them pending the appeal they 
took from the magistrate’s decision, 
but promised to take them back 
should the appeal be sustained and 
pay such wages as they might lose in 
the interim. 

Upon this 2,0000 employees in the 


railwe yards decided to 
show sympathy with the dismissed 
men by doing only enough work to 


keep themselves within the law until 
the appeal will be heard in January. 

Meanwhile, as the sympathizers are 
doing only 50 per cent. of their nor- 
mal work, many thousands of pounds 
of foodstuffs are going to waste, and 
the company is forced to stop collect- 
ing nearly all goods for London. 
Therefore the great main highway be- 
tween London and the west is held up 
and all meat, fish, fruit and vegetable 
trains are stopped. 

The loss will be borne by the gov- 
ernment, which took over the railways 
at the beginning of the war.

STEEL-LAYING ON 
A. AND G.W. RLY. IS 


TO BE CONTINUED 


J. D. MeArthur Says Steel Will 
Likely Reach Fort McMurray 
This Winter 


That construction work ®n_ the Al- 
berta and Great Waterways railway 
Will be continued in a few days, before 
the close of the present month, is the 
statement of J. D. MeArthur, president 
of the ELD. & B.C. and allied rail- 
ways, Who arrived in the city on Wed- 
resday night. He added that it is 
hoped to complete the railway to Fort 
MeMurray during the present winter. 
The whole of the grading has heen 
completed, and the steel is ready to be 
piaced in position. 

With regard to the extension of the 
main line from Spirit River to Pouce 
Coupee, Mr. MeArthur says that the 
grading is practically compteted, but 
it will not be possible to lay the steel 
tntil the spring of next year. 

Ballasting of the Central Canada 
railway from McLennan to Peace iv. 
er is proceeding apace, and will be 
completed in about ten days, thus pre- 
viding a continuous, solid ‘roadbed be- 
tween Edmonton and Peace River. 

{t is likely that Mr. McArthur will 
make a trip north before returning to 
Winnipeg. 


Church Tnion, 

The following article has been issued by 
the Presbyterian committee on chureh 
union: 

‘There isan unfortunate and some- 
what widespread misapprehension re- 
garding the effect on local congrega- 
tions, of the proposed union between 
Cor ecationalists, Methodists and 
Presbyterians, 

The following paragraphs, taken in 
large part from the basis of union 
should remove all doubts: 

The section on polity in the basis of 
union begins with the statement that 
in the view of the joint committee on 
union “it is possible to provide for 
substantial local freedom and at the 
sume time secure the benefits of a 
strong conne ional tie and co-ope 
tive efficiency.” “Co-operative — effi- 
ciency and local freedom" was the 
watchword of the joint committee on 
union in outlining the organization of 
the United Church, 

First: For char 
quent to union the Will be 

1, “The session, consisting of the 
minister and a group of elders elected 
by those in full churcht membership. 
The rights and duties of the session 
are in general those of the session in 
any Presbyterian ehurch at the  pre- 
sent time, 

2. “The Committee of Stewards,” 
corresponding exactly to the board of 
managers in Presbyterian econgrega- 
tions, 

3. “The official board,” correspond- 
ing to the quarterly broad in Methodist 
congregations, and consisting of “the 
session and committee of stewards, 
with entatives in full) church 
member of such other depart- 
ments of church work us may be 
agreed on by the general council” (the 
body corresponding to the Presbyter- 
lan General Assembly, or the Method- 
ist General Conference), 

The duties of the “official board” 
are: 

“(1) To secure contributions for mis- 
sionary and other general objects of 
the church, 

“(2) To select representatives, in 
full chureh membership, of the pas- 
toral charge to the presbytery 

(3) T submit to the pastoral 
charge or local chureh for its —con- 
sideration reports on life and work, in- 
cluding a full statement of receipts 
and expenditures, and of indebtedness 
and of estimates for the ensuing year 

“(4) To transmit from the pastoral 
charge, through the presbytery, to the 
settlement committee representations 
concerning the pastoral relation,”’ 

Second: This threefold organizatioa 
of the local congregation was consider- 
ed by the joint committee on union to 
be more effective than that existing in 
any of the uniting churches at the pre- 
sent time, and will be the form of -or- 
ganization for charges to be constitut- 
ed subsequent to the union, but it is 
expressly declared that charges exist- 
ing previous to union “shall be entitled 
to continue the organization and prac- 
tices enjoyed by them at the time of 
the union, subject in general affairs to 
the legisiation, principles and discip- 
line of the united church. Their re- 
presentatives in the next higher gov- 
erning body or court shall be chosen 
as at present,” Charges existing at 
the time of the union may, however, 
if they so desire, adopt at any time 
the plan of organization prescribed for 
pastoval charges to be formed subse- 
quent to the union, There is thus 
absolute local fredom to change| or 
not to change,
